In vain, 
ye intrepid défenders of your country’s rights, have 
ye fmothered the. rifing flame of rebellion, or taught 
the haughty Maratta to dread the weight of the Bri- 
tith arms! In vainy ye gallant Saviours of the car- 
watia! have'ye fuftained roils; and difplayed ex- 
ertions, which would have done honour to the Ro- 
man nate! In vain, ye unfortunate prifoners of a 
roffian defpot, have ye endured a painful captivity, 
embittered-by every fuffering which inventive cruel- 
ty could framed.
